Mr. Tincher Discusses 
Farm Relief Legislation 

The SPEAKER: The gentleman from 
KKunsas is recognized for 30 minutes. 

Mr. TINCHER, Medicine Lodge, 
Kans. (Rep.): Mr. Speaker, perhaps 
there is no matter before the Congress 
that is exciting more propaganda at 
the present time than the subject of 
farm relief legislation. 30th the major 
parties pledged the people in the last 
election enactment of farm relief legis- 
lation by this Congress. The Commit: 
tee on Agriculture has held incessant 
day and night hearings for nearly six 
weeks on this subject. 

There are two bills that will be 
ported to this House tomorrow.

There 
are three bills to be reported, but two 
directed to the subject of farm relief, 
One I would not class with the other 
two rival bills, because it is really not 
a vival bill. It affords a form of farm 
relief prospective in the future with 
which I am in sympathy, but I do not 
propose to class it with the competitive 
measure. 

The matter will come before the 
Ilouse in the form of what is known 
us the Haugen bill with the committee 
of twenty-two proposition, and in the 
form of a bill I have introduced myself 
that has the support of the Secretary 
of Agriculture and is borrowéd from 
the thoughts of the witnesses as em- 
bodied in a great many farm measures, 
thereby precluding any pride of author- 
ship I might ordinarily have in a bill, 
I COULD not in this brief time explain 

to you all the features of these bills, 
although I promise you some time later 
during the debate to analyze paragraph 
by paragraph the different bills. 

The so-called Haugen bill as it Started 
contemplated an equalization fee—it did 
not bear that name then—it started 
With the indorsement of the Dickinson 
bill by certain farm organizations. and 
the Dickinson bill at the time it re- 
ceived that indorsement carried what 
is called an equalization fee, whereby 
the farmers propose to take from the 
surplus sufficient product and loose it, 
dump it, or sell it at a less, to pay any 
loss there may be by the administra- 
tion of the act. 

The bill as it will come before you 
does not carry an equalizaiion fee or 
offer any opportunity to finance itself 
for two years, and during this period 
of two years they appropriate, aecord- 
ing to the terms of that bill, $375,000,000 
out of the Federal Treasury as a sub 
sidy to carry it on for that time.

My reason for mentioning this at 
this time is that certainly any seriously 
minded Member of the Congress can

Every serious- 
minded man in this House realizing the 
situation is in favor today of going as 
far as he can to help the agricultural 
situation, but we will stay within the 
bounds of reason and not do something 
economically unsound and something 
that will hurt. What we should do 
should be as members of Congress and 
hot as members of any political party.

| FURNISHING supplies to America 
these two countries charge the same 
price to the exact cent on all the differ 
ent varieties of potash, so that they are 
able to control the price and eliminate 
competition, Prior to the war Germany 
sold 99 per cent of the potash that was 
used in this country. At the present 
time Germany and France are selling 
us about 90 per cent of our supply. 
More and more this country is finding 
it necessury to use this commodity. <A

An imported device or Implement for 
numbering tickets, ete was the subject of 

customs controversy just determined by 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers in favor of the collector of cus- 
toms at New York. Judge Fischer pointed 
out in this ruling that “‘since we are un- 
able to find from the record that the im- 
ported article is either a machine or a@ 
part of a machine in the tariff sense, the 
protest must be and hereby is in all re- 
spects overruled.’ 

The articles in question, entered at New 
York by the American Numbering Ma- 
chine Company, were assessed by the col- 
lector at the rate of 40 per cent ad valorem 
under paragraph 399, act of 1922, as man- 
ufactures of metal not specially provided 
for. The importers claimed duty at but 
30 per cent under paragraph 372 as a ma- 
chine not specialty provided for

Referring to the evidence produced at 

the trial of the issue, Judge Fischer wrote:

Vice “is used with a printing press, or it 
is often used to set up special work of 
different kinds, wherever numbering is re 
quired.” Hlowever, the witness evidently 
does not consider it a part of a printing 
press.

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ORGANIZATION OF THE JUDICIARY OF THE UNITED STATES 


Functions of the Courts Which Uphold the Laws of the Nation 


HE SUPREME COURT and its inferior courts have been given 

judicial power, by the Constitution, over cases of law and 
equity arising under the Constiution, the laws and treaties of the 
United States; cases affecting ambassadors or other public ministers 
and consuls, cases of admiralty and maritime jurisdiction; contro- 
versies to which the United States shall be a party: controversies 
between two or more States, between citizens of different States, be- 
tween a State and citizen of another State, between citizens of the 
same State claiming lands under grant of different States, and be- 
tween a State or its citizens and foreign states, citizens or subjects. 


Only in cases affecting ambassadors, public ministers or consuls, 
and those in which a State shall be a party, does the Constitution 
provide that the Supreme Court shall be the court of origin. All of 
the other above-mentioned cases originate in the District Courts and 
can be appealed through the Circuit Court of Appeals to the Su- 
preme Court. 


Each Justice of the Supreme Court is in charge of a Judicial Cir- 
cuit of the Circuit Court of Appeals, as follows: Mr. Justice Holmes

The United States Court of China sits in Shanghai by reason of 
the extra-territorial treaty with China, which gives an American 
citizen the right of trial in a court of his own nationality. 

The Court of Customs Appeals has the power to decide appeals 
made by importers of goods into the United States against the duties 
assessed them by customs appraisers. All customs appeals must orig- 
inate with the General Appraisers. 

Thirty-six judges sit on the United States District Courts. Three 
and four judges sit in each of the Eastern districts, but there are as 
many as six in each of the eighth and ninth districts. These include 
most of the territory west of the Mississippi, plus Alaska and Hawaii. 

Five judges sit on the Court of Claims, five on the Court of Cus- 
toms Appeals, six on the Supreme Court of the District, of Colum- 
bia, and three on the Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia.
